NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


For the firat time in many months there is little or nothing to report 
in the way of new sufferings imposed upon the Rassian Jews, and the con- 
jecture which we hazarded last week that the visit of the Princess of Wales 
to her august sister the Czarina, had contribated to lead the ruler of all the 
Russians to the beginning of a wiser policy than that he previously pursued 


is to a certain extent fortified by events. There was mach before to 


persuade him to a wiser and milder course. The resolution and 
strength of the Jewish bankerz, the distressfal object-lesson of the 
Russian famine may have prepared the way fora word spoken in season. 
Whether or not this word was spoken or prevailed, we have long known that 
the Prince of Wales, like the illustrious partner of his private and public 
life, was warmly interested in the sad fate of the Russian Jews, and that in 
particular he has given special attention to the great and beneficent project 
of Baron de Hirsch, one of the Israelites whom His Royal Highness has 


honoured by his friendship. The news in which all England is now rejoicing, 


the engagement of the eldest son ard heir of the Royal couple, bas therefore 
for Jews throughout the world an attraction of its own quite additional to the 
loyal concern which English Jews feel in all that affects the succession to 
their beloved Sovereign. Both members of the new alliance come of sa 
stock which is favourably known to us as a religious community. The 
grand-uncles and grandfathers of Princess May interested themselves in 
Jewish charities before the Dake of Teck and the Princess Mary earned their 
well-deserved popularity by their frank and kindly participation in the pur- 
suits of all classes of their less highly-placed fellow subjects. In wishing God- 
speed to the Duke of Clarence and Avondale and Princess May, we also 
wish that it may be long indeed before, in the natural course of events, they 


change their thoroughly homely and esteemed appellations for those of King 


and Queen, Emperor and Empress. 


Like Mr. S. G. Asher, we were sarprised to see that no reply was made 
to his request for information on the work of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion in connection with Russia. Such pablie onslsaghts demand a defence, 
however unprovoked they may be. We remember that some years ago 
the then Secretary of the Society, the Rev. A. Lowy, paid a visit to Russia, 
and on his retarn wrote a report on the Rassian Jews, which 
gave information to members of the Council, and through them exercised, n’

The death of Dom Pedro, Ex-Emperor of Brazil, removes one of - 
the most accomplished royal scholars of modern times. When 
the revolution which brought to an end the Empire of Brazil relieved 
His Majesty from the cares of State, he found some compensation for the 
ingratitude of his subjects in his return to the studies he loved so well. 
The study of the Hebrew language and literature was one of his favourite 
subjects, and it is interesting to know that perhaps one of the latest of Dom 
Pedro's literary productions was the translation of a number iof Provencal 
Hebrew poems of the 16th or 17th century. The Ex-Emperor not only 
translated but transcribed the original poems, for he wrote as well as he read 
Hebrew. The work was printed for His Majesty at Avignon and pre- 
sented by him to the Public Library at Cannes, where he wintered last year. 
Whenever Dom Pedro visited Europe he made a point of poring over 
the rich Hebrew treasures in the great Public Libraries, and it will be 
remembered that on one occasion he attended at the Central Synagogue 12 
Lomdon and resd faultlessly 2 portion of the Pentatench from a Seroll of 
the Law. Now that His Majesty is no more, the amiable Queen of Italy 19 
the only Sovereign who has the reputation of being a Hebrew scholar. 


The new session of the Jews’ College Literary Society, which will be 
opened by Dr. Friedliinder on Sunday next, bids fair to equal in popularity 
all that bawe preeeded.

- BOARD OF GUARDIANS FOR THE RELIEF OF THE 
JEWISH POOR. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir. —The time has arrived when it becomes my duty te ask you kindly to 
allow me to make the appeal for our Board of Guardians. which for many years 
you have been good enough to admit in your columns. | 

- There are many reasons, which, as I think will be appreciated by every one, 
make us look forward this year to the approach of winter with exceptional 
anxiety. and I am sorry to add that foremost among these is the fact that we 
are now worse off by no less than £1.00) than at the corresponding date in 15). 
Let me hasten to explain that this falling off is not due to any diminished sup- 
port from the community. On the contrary.I have to thank the publie for 
their generous response to our last year’s appeal, which emabled us. as I think 


_ the community will be glad to learn, to afford greater relief to our poor than in 


any previous vear. 

I wish I could say that for this reason we might hope we have alleviated dis- 
tress to an extent corresponding with our increased bounty. There is unhappily 
good reason to believe that such is far from being the case. The terrible winter 
of 1890 brought with it an amount of suffering amongst the peor, which imposed 
a strain on our resources and on our staff. as unprecedented as was the severity 
of the winter. It is only right that I should here pay a well-merited tribute to 
the public spirit with which all our staff. from our zealous Secretary downwards, 
devoted themselves to the arduous work devolving on them. Some idea may be 
formed of this labour when I say that on several occasions our Relief Com- 
mittees on the rota had to deal with upwards of one hundred and fifty cases 
involving sittings from four in the afternoon till near midnight. so that. fer the 
first time in the history of the Board, the Rehef Committees had frequently to 
sit in two divisions on successive days. Nevertheless we have not imcreased our 
staff, nor have we taken the steps, which cannot much longer be postponed. to 
enlarge our offices. , 

Nor is it only in the larger numbers, with which we have had two deal. that 
our work has increased. I think it is evidence of the confidence of the community 
in the efficiency of our administration that scarcely a week passes but that pro- 
posals are made, sometimes direct to us, but more frequently m your own 
columns, that fresh arrangements should be mstituted. and fresh duty should 
be undertaken for the benefit of our poor, always by the Board of Guardians. 
I can assure the public that we welcome these proposals as testifying the interest 
of the community in our institution, and its solicitade for our poor, and we in- 
variably give to these suggestions a careful. and I believe. also a practical. con- 
sideration. My object in writing to-day. however, is specially and particularly 
to appeal for funds, and I would earnestly point out that the best service that 
can be rendered to our Board and through it to our poor.at the present juncture. 
is, less to make suggestions for the enlargement of the field ef our operations. 
than to help us to raise the funds absolutely mdispemsable. and at this moment 
urgently and imperatively required, to carry on the work already devolving 
on us. 


always think the most founded, is that our relief is imadequate. and that 
occasionally it amounts to but little more than the oft comdemmed doles. 
A very few figures will show. alas, how true is the charge. bat I 
believe the bare recital of the statixtics will also prove that. as I have 
more than once stated, the reproach reflects more on the puble than 
on ourselves. The total amount we received towards our general 
expenditure for the twelve months ending November, 1891. was £727) In the 
same period we assisted to emigrate from our Board Funds (excluding those 
helped by the Russian Fund) 1,615 persons, and we relieved 13,586 people. The 
cost to the Board for the 1,615 persons emigrated (allowing for the contmbutions 
of the emigrants) was about £1.30), leaving £5.970 available for the 13.596 above 
mentioned, or an average relief exce in the year of Sa. Sid. per bead It is true 
this number of 13,596 includes a considerable number of young children. but when 
it is remembered that necessarily some of the 13.596 had to be relieved several 
times and not once in the year, it will be seen at once that the average becomes 
immensely reduced, and the charge of insufficient, and therefore imefficient 
relief is, as I have said, a reflection on the public. to whom Iam now appealing, 
and not on our Board. Finally, when I say that the number of contributors 
to the above total of £7270 was under two thousand. I think it will be recog- 
nised that the area of the source, whence we draw our support. is as much too 
circumscribed as is the amount entrusted to us all too insufficient. 

We have this year. as is well known. instituted arrangements for providing 
skilled nurses for our sick poor. The necessity for sack an organisation had 
long been pressed on us by one of our most honoured fellow-workers, Mrs. 
Lionel Lucas, who, ‘besides urging the duty, has herself undertaken a large 
portion of the direction of the arrangements, which I am glad te say are already 
in operation, and, as seems frequently to be required in our community. will also 
herself bear a large share of the cost. I look myself for great results from these 
arrangements, which are at present only on the smallest posuble scale—we have 
bu three nurses. Nevertheless, the charge to the Board is £1) per annum. and 


it is obvious that the movement cannot be extended unless we obtain a support 
enabling us to meet the extra cost involved. eS | 

Lastly, I must refer to the movement of poor Russian Jews expelied from 
their unhappy country. I readily seize this opportunity to recognise the cor- 
diality with which the Russian Committee (which I am glad to say now includes 
our indefatigable Hon. Sec.) have worked with our Board in the treatment of 
these cases, and the alacrity with which they have placed resources at our disposal 
for the relief of those who are properly chargeable to their funds. But the Russian 
Committee have naturally held that they could not devote any of their funds to 
the repatriation in Russia of any cases. Still, there have been several cases of 
husbands and fathers who have left their native land to try and improve their 
lot, in the hope of enabling their wives and children to join them later. Too 
often, as will be at once appreciated, such hopes are doomed to disappointment 
and our Board in such cases has had to meet the heavy expenditure of comply 
ing with the earnest entreaties of these poor people for assistance to rejoin thei” 
families in such districts where the Russian Government tolerates their 
existence. 


I must apologise for the length at which I have trespassed on your space. 


My appeal has reached a length beyond precedent. Unhappily so also is the 


erisis with which we are confronted. I have heard it whispered that the Fund 
raised in response to the Appeal from the Russian Committee may possibly pre- 
Judice the resources of the Board of Guardians, We do not ask for contribu- 
tions which might have been destined for the urgent relief of our unhappy 
Russian brethren, but so also I know the Russian Committee would as little 
wish for donations which might otherwise have been forwarded to us, and 
assuredly it is to be hoped for the sake of our own poor in this free lamd, that 
they also shall not suffer because of the Russian persecutions. I will not 
believe that such a calamity, as is involved in the stoppage of the work of our 
Board from want of funds—invited and almost courted, as it would be—can 
be impending over our community ; and because I am convinced that the public 
will recognise that the Jewish Board of Guardians has become as indispensable 
to the Jewish community, as is the support of the community to the Board, and 
because I know that the community will appreciate the straits in which we are 
placed : so therefore in all earnestness I appeal to everyone to rally to our 
support in this hour of sore need and trouble, so that, in the words of scripture - 
we may “give power to the faint, and to him that hath no might we may increase 
strength.”

DISORDERLY CHARITY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirr,—lIt is with great diffidence that I shall endeavour to answer the argu- 
ments of * West End ” in favour of Disorderly Charity, for she has evidently 


undertaken its defence with no unpractised hand. But two little straws give 


me reason to hope the winds of public opinion are not all in her favour. Mr. 
Lindo Henry's friendly mention of my letter while advocating the good work 
of the General Benevolent Association in helping men and women to help them- 
selves, and still more. the notice of the organisation of the Hampstead Personal 
Service Guild show that the old-fashoned broadcast sowing of shillings and half 
crowns is being gradually recognised as the work of real enemies of our English 
labourers ; for it is the work of those who care not that the friendly societies 
and elubs which have been slowly built up with so much patient endeavour, for 
promoting thrift among our poor, should be neglected or even become bankrupt 
so long as these dolers may occasionally enjoy the selfish pleasure of hearing 
blessings poured upon them in return fora hurried call and a handful of loose 
silver. But I will meet “ West End's” objections as fully and as fairly as possi- 
ble. I know I shall not be able to satisfy her individually, but there are many 
who have not yet made up their minds on which side they should range them- 
selves, in the thin but determined lines of organised workers, or among the dis- 
orderly throng of the wandering dolers. : | 

Is our first religious duty to pity the poor only ? is there not also a bles- 
sing, and surely a greater one, for him that considercth the poor (Psalm xli.), ic 
tries to understand this hard case, and how with consideration, he may best do 

If you cannot afford even a guinea subscription to the London Hospital, or 
any other that is well known for its sympathetic care of poor Jewish patients,a 
less contribution than that will not do much good in a case of long and serions 
illness, while if you brought the case before the Board of Guardians, and they 
had confidence in your recommendation as one of their trusted fellow-workers 
or if on its own merits the case were a deserving one, my experience of their 
co-operation assures me that your poor friend would not be long without far 
more substantial help than you alone could afford; work with the Board and 
give them reason to have confidence in you, and you will be able to help not one 
but many cases of distress and sickness. 

Bat if the case is a slight or temporary one your shillings will be far better 
in your pocket, if you do not care to send them to the support of the Provident 
Dispensary, of which Mr. F. D. Mocatta is the Vice-President, and whose main 
object is to provide the poor with doctors and medicine by means of small 
weekly contributions, thus rendering them both provident and independent of 
the parish or the doler. | : 

The “if necessary ” clause is I am afraid, most important, for often the 
temporary illness of one member of the family is the means of arousing new 


energies in the others, or by calling the attention of some thoughtful friend to 


their case, of putting them in the way of earning more money in some better 
mode than before, sometimes even a temporary hardship may be the God-sent 
message to tell the parents to provide for coming infirmity by joining a elub or 
provident institution which an ill-judged dole will stand in the way of and 
prevent. But how a single individual, unwilling to co-operate with a well-tned 
and old established society of philanthropists, or who can only afford a small 
annual contribution, can cope with a chronic disease I cannot explain, stall less 
how he could permanently benefit any workman who is so unfit for work that 
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even in the colonies he would be of no use. Personally Ihave known more than 
one case which on accoumt of slight physique or incipient phthisis could not 
endure the confined workshops of our great:metropolis, and when transplanted 
to the States have sent back word that though the struggle is hard they are 
better able to support it in the brighter atmosphere and wider opportunities of 
the United States. And when the poor friend asks for ~a little help, what 
system are we to pursue ? are we ‘to give to all who ask us ? and how much ?” 
If anyone who lived in Whitechapel or Mile Eud were known to give even a 
sixpence to everyone who asked, though he were a Rothschild, he would soon 
be asking for “a little help” himself. Among so many applicants we must 
surely choose, and to be able to choose, who must know, and to know we must 
ask questions, and we must verify the answers if we are to do any good at 
all. If the good we intend to do is to be limited to an occasional yisit from the 
West, to a few chance acquaintances, and to the gift of a few small coins, we 


shall not be there when we are most wanted, we shall not give to those whose 


need is greatest, and we shall only lift them up for a day, leaving them in a 
worse plight for the next. For this is what will befall them then ; the element 
of uncertainty will have entered in and made their trouble double. The most 
important point to grasp in overcoming a foe is to know his strength ; the worst 
foe a poor man has, for it is the one he has to fight every day and all day long, 
is Want. And when he knows exactly how great his Want is, and exactly what 
forces he has to bring against It, he can then set to work to grapple with It; 
he knows what wages he must have to live on, what he must put by for the 
days of darkness, and what friends and institutions he can count on with certainty 
to help him. But when some good or bad lady from-the West makes occasional 


_ inroads, in the intervals she can manage to spare between calling and shopping. 


into his household economy with snap shots of shillings and half crowns, he is 
taken unawares, the ambushed enemy under the mask of friendship has dis- 
covered his weak point, and he begins to forget the lessonsof his apprenticeship 
as an English workman, and he becomes a whiming beggar such as one may see 
by scores in the East, gambling and speculating on the chances of the “good” 
lady dropping in next week. | 

And this pettifogging philanthropy not only harms the individual but the 
whole community ; those who rely on this occasional help will be willing to take 
lower wages than their mates working in the same shop, whom no bad lady has 
had the misfortune to come across; just as every father who has his children 
breakfasted and clothed in the Free School can take lower wages to the extent 
probably of almost £1 a year for each child admitted there than his less 
fortunate brother, who has to be content with the nearest schoolroom under the 
Board. This is one of the main causes of the outcry that the East End Jew is 
lowering wages ; he can well afford to do so when he has no care to clothe or feed 
his family. 

There are certain things a working man must have, clothing, food, and 
house room, if any one gives these to him he will probably become a vicious 
idler, but if he must provide them for himself he will demand them from his 
employer in the shape of wages, and according as a smaller or larger quantity of 
these are supplied him gratis his wages will go up or down, and the more whole- 
sale the gratissupply of these necessaries is, the more marked will be the effect 
on the scale of wages in the neighbour ; there are few institutions that tend to 


lower wages so much as the Free School with its wholesale distribution of food 
and clothing. 


The rest of “West End's” letter is throwing dust over mine, or at least 
avoiding the only point I wished to raise—supporting the appeal of Mr. N. S 
Joseph, for steady, regular, thoughtful, and earnest workers in the 


East Enp. 


SEPARATIST FEDERATIONISTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONIC 


Sir,—* Unionist” under the guise of lending a helping hand to the Federa- 


tion of Synagogues, has with no little ability launched a trenchant indictment 


of its methods and policy. He sums up the head and forefront of their offending, 


by stigmatising them as “Grand Inquisitors” and advances his reasons for so 


regarding them. With your permission, Sir, I should like to discuss the grounds 
upon which “ Unionist ’ founds his view. 7 


Your correspondent challenges the orthodoxy of the Federation under the 


assertion that they offered to bury the Reformers. Personally. I am not one of 


those who carry differences of religious opinion to the grave edge, and regard 


_ the corpse of a Reform Jew or the corpse of an Orthodox Jew as equally 


urgently requiring burial. But,as a matter of fact, the Federation did not offer 
to bury the Reformers. The President, having the opportunity to buy a number 
of acres of land, licensed for burial, and there being more than would suffice for 
the Federation, offered a portion at cost price to the Reform Congregation 
whose burial ground is nearly full, I do not call that offering to bury. I cali 
that offering to sell a piece of land. Is that Grandly Inquisitorial ? 


There is also the question of the Shechita Board. This Board, which i 
jointly appointed by the United Synagogue and the Sephardic 
consists, with the exception of four, I believe, of gentlemen who openly disre- 
gard and ridicule Shechita and divide their time at the Board between worrying 
the President and moving resolutions to fabolish existing safeguards made for 


the satisfaction of those, who adhere to the dietary laws. A large number of 


these latter not having that confidence in the sincerity of gentlemen, who make 


laws and by an overwhelming majority scandalously—for it is seandal—di 
them, to which “ Unionist ” considers them entitled, suggested that the presence 
of a member of the Federation upon the Board, would greatly enhance the esti-

_ The Chedarim are characterised as bad by your correspondent, who suggests 
in somewhat Hibernian fashion that they should be abolished, and then im. 
proved. It is impossible. and I should be very sorry for Judaism on the day 
the attempt shall be made, to abolish them. The Free School is a model instity- 
tion, but it does not attempt to impart edraxcrd knowledge in Hebrew ang 
Religion. The children taught in the Chedarim acquire at an early 
age a profound knowledge of the Talmud and other ethical books. 
acquaintance with which is considered essential by most conforming 
Jews. Many a child of twelve, of the East, can teach many of the so-called 
teachers of the West. With what would “ Umonist ” replace the Chedarim jf 
they were abolished ? It cannot be done—but what can be done. is to improve 
the surroundings amid which they are carried on. That the Federation jx 
attempting to do. Is this Grandly Inquisitorial ? 

“ Unionist” is unfair—I do not think willingly unfair, but nevertheless 
unfair—when he sugyvests that the Federation promotes congestion amongst the 
Jewish population of Whitechapel by admitting into its fold 4 “ synagogue ” 
situated on the third-floor of a house. The Chevra. in his opinion, should have 
been compelled to close its doors, and the members transferred to other of the 
Federated synagogues. I may point out that this course could have been 
adopted by the Chevra without applying to the Federation, and that it was pro- 
bably with the object of inducing the Chevra to amalgamate with one possessing 
more fitting premises, that it was admitted. If ~ Unionist” wishes to arraign 
the policy of the Federation upon this point, he should compare the number of 
Chevras existing before the Federation was established with those to be found now. 


| and then assail it if he can find the material. The Federation seeks by its action 


to improve an existing synagogue. Is this Grandly Inquisitorial ? 

Lastly, ~ Unionist ~ considers that in tbe Federation “a policy of friendly 
co-operation has been supplanted by captious criticism.” The most striking 
example of friendly co-operation in our community has not yet been played to 
its finish.

The United Synagogue 
swooped down upon the Hambro Synagogue, and from its mangled remains will 
create a new Frankenstein in Whitechapel. Jewish conferences are a laughing- 


stock. The sole important resolution arrived at by the Conference convened to | 


consider the election of the Chief Rabbi was to the effect that he should reside 
in the East End) Does he* No. The Conference upon a Synagogue for 
Whitechapel decided that 1 should not be built. Will it be? Yes. No 
criticism, whether captious or otherwise. can be adequate for legislation such as 
this. The fnendly co-operation came from one side, the crushing from the 


other. Is this not Grandly Inquisitorial ? 


No, Sir, no friendly hand has been held out to the Federation of Synagogues. 


The only hand proffered to it has had its back turned towards it, and has been 


directed to its cheek.

THE COUNTY CoUNCIL ELECTIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Siz.—The decision of the County Couneil by which the forthcoming elec- 
tion was fixed fora Saturday will doubtless raise much discontented comment 
in our community. The extraordinary tolerance of the English public has led 
many Jews to think that all civie life must be arranged so as to suit their own 
convenience, and that everything from examinations to elections must be con- 
trolled by their own ceremonial regulations. A complete outsider like myself, 
neither Moderate nor Progressist, could not fail to judge that on the debate as 
reported in the Times, the majority had by far the best of it. But whether that 
be so or not, does not now concern me. I venture most respectfully to ask 
whether the ecclesiastical authorities could not see their way to allow the Jewish 
voter to exercise not merely his privilege, but his duty, as a citizen, on Saturday, 
March 5th, 1892. in spite of the usual prohibition against writing on Sabbath. 
A high authority of unimpeachable orthodexy—Dr. Friedliinder—has told us 
that “evasion and desertion of al! nationai obligations is a serious offence 
against our Holy Law.” ape 

It is true that he is there only referring to acts which we are by law ¢o*- 
pelled to perform. Buta high view of citizenship should make us understand 
that the intelligent exercise of the franchise is a duty incumbent upon all. It 
a duty, in Dr. Friedlinder’s words, ~ which devolves upon all citizens alike,” and 
we should be urged to obey it, although “such obedience may carry with it 3 
breach of some of the laws of our religion.” 

If Dr. Adler and Dr. Gaster. rising to the oecasion, would by public Bull or 
Manifesto, declare that the prohibition against writing may be suspended in all 
cases of national or municipal need, and were themselves on March 5th to act 
upon their words, they would be doing more for the honour of Judaism, for the 
effectual quenching of any anti-Semitic murmurings, yes, even for the ™¢'* 
tenance of orthedery, than at the first blush the y may themselves conceive. They 
have a splendid opportunity for a bold act w hich would reflect upon them and 
upon J adaism enormouscredit. I most earnestly and sincerely pray that they may 
be induced to take advantage of it. The effect of such action would be bentficially 
felt far beyond the shores of England.

DEATH OF THE CHIEF RABBI OF COPENHAGEN. 


‘PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT... 
6re_ 1801. 


On Tuesday last, the 3rd of December, died y ami calmiy the 
primate of the Danish Jewish Community, Professor Dr. A. A. Wolf, m the $1 
year of his age. With him passed away not only ome of the most notable ani 
erudite Rabbis, but also ome of the first and most brilliant Jewish preuchers of 
this century. 

The readers of the Jewish Chronicle will still have in fresh remembeimce the 
detailed delineation it gave of Professor Wolff's life and activity. whem im the 
spring he celebrated with great demonstrations of honour his “th berthduy, and 
about the same time his 7(th Doctor's Jubilee. 

Suffice it now to recall to mind, in a few words, the siguificamee of the de 
parted especially for the Jews of this country, a significance wiuch m these diys 
of mourning finds universal expression in the Danish press. The papers make — 
special mention that he by his wise and discreet action, by has power of under- 
standing the land and the people among whom he laboured, has comtrtbated more 
than anybody else to spare Denmark from anti-Semitism ; at ail evemts. in it 
worst form. Professor Wolff came to Denmark 635 years ago. He came with 
that authority which is yielded to reputation for learning, and to 2 man with great 
chances for the future. And he came at a difficult tome for the Jewrh com- 
munity. These were the yearsof struggle for the Jews. Already m the beemniny 
of this century we had bere Jews of position and influence, excellent commercial — 
men, who by their industry and willl to make sacrifices im those unluppy 
days for this country gained the good-will of the rulers and the sympathy of 1! 
patriotic Danes. But the Jewish community as a firmly estabiashed orgammunor, 


as an ackn reigioas community with equal nights, ded mot them 
Tne Danish Jews, a great number of whom were ignorant and poor, ived dis 


united and divided agaimst themselves. It was Professor Wolii who ascrom- 
plished the work of Union which raised the Jewish community to a inch soem! 
standing and an excellent state of culture. The young Rabbi from Germany became 
the authoritative and pradent organiser of the Danish Jewish Church, steudiastly 
upholding a consistent conservatism without the slightest tinge of beretry. ide 
became at the same time, im the course of years, the ever-ready defender of the 
Jews and the Jewish cause ; he ever was the Scripture-learmed comtroversiniist

reputation he enjoyed as a scholar, combimed with the esteem every ome enter 
tained towards him on account of his genial tact, contribated more tam amytimg 
else to render any really malignant attacks on Danish Judaism mupessiir.

After Chief Cantor Simon, assisted by the synagogue choir, had intoned 
Psalm xvii. v. 8-11, Rabbi Simonsen ascended the pulpit and delivered the 
funeral oration, of which we quote a few sentences :— 


“ Our old leader and guide is dead. In peace and in justice he has walked 
amongst us as our Chief. Justly one has spoken of his great mental endow- 
ments, his worldly wisdom and his learning. One thing least-of all should be 
forgotten, his rare capacity to ‘be the ‘ soul’ of the community. Whatever was 
felt within the community found ever a way to his heart. One has spoken of his 
eminent memory ; it was a memory of the heart, which remembered those who 
were in need of him. Therefore he could not retire, but he continued to be active 
in his calling until death came. Were I to mention all that is worth mentioning 
in this long and active life. the winter sun would set and darkness break in be- 
fore I could come to anen(d. But everyone in the congregation knows the zeal 
and ardour with which be embraced all the affairs of its institutions, the deep 
piety upon which all his labours rested. At all times he was united with his 
Hock, and when Kings and those who have power gave him marks of honour, 


he rejoiced thereat, because he from first to last felt it as an honour shewn, not - 


merely to himself, but to that religious community to which he belonged.” 

Chief Cantor Simon then feelingly recited a Hebrew prayer, which the 
deceased himse!f had written and which he had requested might be delivered at 
his funeral. The representatives and Synagogue-Wariens then bore the coffin to 
the hearse, and almost the entire congregation followed it to the old burial-ground, 
where, with the usual ceremonies and prayers, the mortal remains of the late 
Chief Rabbi were surrendered to the earth and laid beside the ‘remains of his 
pious wife. His memory will ever be a blessed one.—Av3-¥,9N 


THE JEWISH COLONISATION ASSOCIATION, 


We have, irom time to time, given details of the progress of measures taken 
by the various Jewish bodies to tacilitate the emigration of Russian Jews and 
especially to divert the stream of emigration from congested centres of popula- 
tion. The following ts an account of the progress of tne initiatory measures of 
the Jewish Colonization Association founded by Baron de Hirsch three months 
ago :—~ A commission has been sent to Brazil in order to study the possibility 
ot promoting colonization there ona sufficiently large scale. With regard to 
the Argentine Republic, the Association has: already commenced active opera- 


tions, and the colonies are fairly started. Naturally every beginning is fraught 


with great difficulties. and the work undertaken by the association is not an ex- 
ception in this respect, but there is reason to hope that time and experience will 
not fail to remove all obstacles. The new colonists show considerable aptitude 
and goodwill. and are readily taught their business, and there is little doubt that 
in a few months they will have learned all that is requisite. The main difficulty, 
however, consists in finding men who are capable of organizing and of directing 
the colony in such a way as will insure its ultimate success, and who are able to 
conduct their work in a thoroughly practical and economical manner. The 
asssociation had entered into a treaty with the President of the Argertine 
Republic. M. Pellegrini, for the purchase of large tracts of land belonging to 
the Government. and containing a superficial area of about 8,000,000 acres. This 
treaty has been submitted to Congress, who, however, declined to ratify it in 
the form it was thenin. Fresh negotiations have in consequence had to be 
entered into with the Argentine Government, and progress has been somerhat 
delayed in consequence. Another difficulty has arisen from the fact that in 
addition to the emigrants who have been accepted and permitted to embark by 
the various European committees a great number of other unauthorized persons 
have gone to La Plata on their own account, and have requested admission into 
colonies not intended for their reception. This has given rise to a certain 
amount of trouble : but this development was almost inevitable, and is certainly 
not by any means exceptional. Baron de Hirsch is now in England for the pur- 
ose of reorganizing the local direction of the association at Buenos Ayres, and 
is intention is that the board of management shall be largely composed of 
Englishmen, experience having proved that, beyond all question, they are the 
best qualified to conduct and direct the work ot colonization. The association 
proposes to carry on Its operations simultaneously at four or five different points 
m the Argentine Republic, but at first tis evident that it will not be able to do 
so on a2 grand scale. Meanwhile one result has been attained which is of great 
importance to England—viz.. the influx of Russian Jews in the East End of 
London has largely diminished. The emigration is now almost entirely directed 
towards Transatlantic colonies, and marked preference is shown for La Plata. 
Moreover, a large number of Jews in the East End of London, have asked to 
be sent to the Argentine Republic. A certain number of these yore will be 
sent to the various colonies as soon as suitable arrangements have been made for 
their reception. So far the general results attained have been satisfactory, 


FACTS ABOUT THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 


in our search for statistics to prove that our brethren stand well in the scale 
of humanity, we should in these days of persecution hardly turn toa Russian 
contemporary. But help comes to us often from unexpected quarters, and is all 
the more powerful on account of the improbability of source. Ail Jews, and more 
Cerone | our oppressed brethren in Russia,owe a debt of gratitude to the Peters- 
burgkija Wedomosti, the only Russian paper besides the Nowosti, which does not 
lend itself to the anti-Semitic spirit by which the rest of the press is contaminated. 
A series of articles entitled Lies and Facts, has been progressing in the 
Wedomosti, the objectof which is to prove toitsreaders that the accusations brought 
against the Jews ave unfounded ; and it does this not only by every argument in 
its power, but the writer employs also the most convincing of all arguments— 
facts. The first statement which he sets himself to disprove is, that the pros- 
perity of the Russian peasantry is diminished by the presence of the Jewish popu- 
lation amongst them. For this purpose he compares in the accounts of the Im- 


perial Agrarian Bank the land purchases recorded for peasants, who live in the 


Jewish pale, and those who live beyond it. Within the limits of the influence cf 
the above Bank there are 15 Governments containing Jewish pales, and 26 which 
d» net. In the first named radins, called for the sake of convenience, A, the 
peasants purchased between the years 1885-89, 470,299 Dessjatins of land, and 
im the other radius (B), 698.907 Dessjatins, valued respectively at 23,496,795 and 
2.789455 roubles. In radius A the peasants paid out of their own means 
5,145,560 roubles, in radius B, 4.081709 roubles as a first instalment. In radius A 
there were (in 1885), 22,904,103 inhabitants, and in radius B, 39,258,982. We 


— 


see that the peasants in A porchased more lant m proportioa to ther gumbers, 
and were able to contribute more towards its purchase Pwo en in B. This 
surely proves that those residimg im the 15 Governments in company with Jews, 
are wealthier than their fellow-countrymen in the other 26 proviness, whe are 
accounted more fortumate. Now let ms turn to the dues paid. According to tne 
official returns of the Fimamee Department. the arrears for direct tax were in radius 
A. 36,041,590, radius B, 237.934.798 rowbles within the period gamed im 1985-89. 
This means in radius A, 35 kopexs, amd im radius B, 83 kepeks per head of the 
population, a proportion of 1 to 304, or more than treble. And by reason of this 

affluence. the rate of mortality is im radius A, 29.8 per 1,000), against 35.6 per 1,900 
in B. It is not claimed that the Jews have browzht creater prosperity to adias A. 


though this might justly be comtended. so long as it is not proved that climatic and 


sanitary conditions are superior there. But it is at least proved thar theur pre- 
sence is not a hindrance to their Christian fellow-countrymen, and that base lies 
are invented to justify or excuse grossly inhuman treatment. The writer further 
pursues this question imto 2 very mportant direction, perhaps the most umportant 
of all, viz., crime-statistices.

Turnimg to the accourts 
of the Minister of Justire for the years 1884-86. we see that im the 15 Gocern- 
ments included in radims A, 11.1 owt of every 10,00 inhabitants were comlemned 
by law for criminal offemees, whereas, im the other radius, B. the propartiom was 
only 10.7. But we have toremember that the first named contains a greater 


number of towns, thickly populated, where crime is more rampant. Liwkimg. hew- 


ever, at the yearly statistics of the separate Governments, we read that im Wilma. 


where Jews constitute 65.2 per cemt. of the entire population of the cities, there are 
17.9 criminals of al) faiths to every 10,000. But among the Jews there rere only 
14.1 per 10,000, which shows that of the total who fell under condemmation only 
52.1 per cent. were Jews, wherens according to their numbers, one would have 
expected 66.2 per cent. A similar state of things is shown im Wittebek. The 
Jewish population contribmtes 6.2 percent. of the total ; but whereas the pro- 
portion of criminals is 23.9 om the total, it falls to 18.9 amongst Jews, which 
makes 49 per cent. of the tote!

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THE JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. | 


— 


WE publish this week the winter Appeal of the President of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. The Appeal is a “hardy annual,” which no one would 
be more pleasel to see at the point of extinction than Mr. Bensamin L, 
Conen himself. But it is in the nature of living charities to make 
appeals ; and permanent endowments are the fruitful parents of corruption. 
We must make up our minds to be told year after year of the ‘sore 
need and trouble ” of the Board, to listen to a confession of impecuniosity on 


the part of an organisation whose chief business is to relieve the poverty of. 


others: That so important an institution should find itself periodically in 
such dire straits, is not wholly creditable to the community. The poor are 
always with us, but so, also, unfortunately, is the supineness of many of 
the London Jews. The conventional guinea figures far too frequently in 
_. the Board’s subscription list ; and too many subscribers have the courage 
to permit the printing of their names opposite to a purely nominaj 
-gum. Here is a Charity which is really a dozen Charities rolled 
_into one, and to which, according to a simple sum in multiplication, the 
minimum subscription should be twelve guineas. And yet there are scores 
of really kind-hearted people who would scorn to be unjust, for whom the fact 
that the Board undertakes the whole of the work usually divided among 
several distinct societies, is an all-sufficient justification for giving it the 
smallest amount for which a cheque can be drawn with anything like decency. 
Still more reprehensible is the attitude of ;that very large number of ’per- 
 gons who refuse to vouchsafe even that token of sympathy with the work of 
the institution in Devonshire Square which the conventional guinea offers, 
It is quite time that the ‘ unsttached” or “‘ semi-detached ” Jew should be 
induced to subscribe to the Board. When the Russo-Jewish Fand shall 
have been securely built up, its Canvassing Committee might continue its 
labours with the view of enlisting supporters for charitable objects nearer 
home. The cheerful indifference, with which many foreign Jews settled in 
our midst regard the self-denying efforts of the more conscientious members 
of the community to mitigate the distress of its foreign Jews, is an amazing 
phenomenon. | 


In the meantime the benevolent section of the Jewish public will, as | 


heretofore, respond quickly and generously to Mr. Conen’s Appeal, 
Certainly the position of the Board demands such a response. Owing to 
the exceptional strain which the terrible winter of 1890 imposed upon its 
resources, the Board is at the present moment worse off by £1,500 than 
it was at this time last year. This is a heavy burden with which to enter 
upon the responsiblities of the next few months, bringing, as they inevitebly 
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must, additional privation for the poor and increased demands upon the 
Board's resources. In ordinary circumstances we should not regard the 


Situation with serious misgiving. This is not the first crisis that they have 


bad to face in Devonshire Square, and the very seriousness of the need has 
always create] the means of relieving it. The generosity of the com- 
munity bas never been found wanting, even in the hour of the Board's 
greatest trial. Bat at the present moment there are special circumstances 
which cause us to watch the resolt of the President's Appeal with much 
anxiety. A large amount, though one that is hardly commensurate with the 
importance of the cause or the numerical strength of the community, has 
been recently collected for the relief of the Jews in Russia. There is some 
danger that this collection may prejadicially affect the donations to the 
funds of the Board this year, and that the Jewish poor at our doors may 
suffer because their'brethren in Russia are passing through a time of trial. 
This would indeed be a cruel injustice. Anglo-Jewish benevolence will 


, surely know how to mitigate the woes of the Russian fugitives without 


increasing the sorrows of the poor st home. We feel sure that few will rob 
their self-sacrifice for the larger cause of all claim to the title, by pleading 
their contributions to the Russian Fund as a justification of their refusal 
to contribute, in their wonted generous fashion, to the funds of the Board of 
Guardians. | | 

The financial position of the Board is so unsatisfactory that the Prest- 


DEST deprecates the discussion, at this moment, of any extension of its 


operations. He would have attention concentrated upon the question of satis- 
fying its pecuniary needs. There couli be no more eloquent proof of the 
gravity of the situation. The Board is in the position of a starving man 
who can think and talk of nothing save the supreme necessity of getting 
bread. New branches of work, says Mr. Cones, are suggested to the Board 
from time to time; bat he thinks that sll such suggestions should 


temporarily recede into the background before the one imperious need of | 


finding means for carrying on the existing work. Bat if the Board-is not 
prepared to enter into new paths of activity just now, it is quite alive to the 
possibility of pursuing the old ways more effectually. Mr. Conen admits 
that there is some jastice in the criticism directed against a system 
under which an average amount of about 8s. 9d., or even less, is distributed 
annually among the cases relieved. The qu2stion irresistibly suggested by 
these figures is, whether so smal] a sum can appreciably benefit the recipient, 
and whether it would not be well to abolish doles almost’ entirely, and use 
the total amount in what may be called reproductive charity. There would 
be fewer persons relieved, bat the relief would be more effectual. One family 
snatched from pauperism and set on the high road to independence, would 
more than outweigh a hundred families whose sufferings have been assuaged 
for afew short hours by a small gift in money or in kind. But whether 
the policy thus indicated is a practicable one it is for the supporters of the 
Board to decide, rather than the Board itself. The community is, perhaps, 


not prepared to sanction any substantial curtailment of the dole system. 


And if this is so, then Mr. Conen’s contention is unanswerable. If the 
average amount of the Board’s benefactions is to be increased, and the relief 
made more effective in consequence, the Board must be more liberally sup- 
ported. It does its best, under its present mandate, with the funds en- 
trusted to it ; and if the community wish to see a more liberal and a more 
scientific policy inaugurated, they must do the one thing needful, and supply 
the funds. This, however, is beside the question of the moment. The Board 
is in urgent want of money to carry on its ordinary work in its usual way. 
Unless that work is to come to a standstill, and the poor are to be left to 
fight their grim battle with the winter as best they may, the money must be 
found, and found quickly. : |

Mr. Moccatta was a most estimable man and a pious Israelite, 
with a ound belief in Judaism of an advanced type, and was greatly respected 
in the Berkeley Street Congregation.

The CHAIRMAN having stated thatthe meeting was held at Mrs. Lucas's 
residence in pursuance of a kind offer from that lady to place her dining room 
at the disposal of the Council, it was resolved, on the motion of Mr. OswaLp 
J. Simon, that while cordially thanking Mrs. Lucas for her kind offer, the 
Council deemed it undesirable to alter the existing arrangements as to their 
meetings. 

A letter was read which Sir Julian Goldsmid,the President, had addressed 
to Mr. Leopold Schloss, who had occupied the chair at the previous meeting. At 
that meeting the following resolution was carried : “That this meeting ex- 
presses its regret at the withdrawal of Mr. H. A. Franklin and Mr. H. Landau 
from the mission to the Berlin Conference which they had accepted in accord-— 
ance with the unanimous wish of the Council. and regrets that the Council was 
not specially convoked for the purpose of considering the difficulty thus created. ’ 
Sir Julian Goldsmid regarded the latter part of the resolution as reflecting upon 
himself, and he gave a narrative of his action. showing that he did scetider the 
question of calling the Council together, that it was impossible to do so, and 
that the resolution was thus unnecessary, if not discourteous. 

Mr. LeoroLty Scu oss said that in an interview he had had with the Presi- 
dent, he had given Sir Julian positive assurances that no idea of discourtesy to, 
or censure upon himself was in the minds of the Council, all the members of 
which who took part in the discussion having borne testimony to his thoroughly 
constitutional action throughout the negotiations. He had done his best to dis- 
abuse Sir Julian that any slight upon him had been intended, but. his assurances 
had had no effect. for Sir Julian declared that. from the reports which were pub- 
lished in the Jewish press, it was obvious that many members of the Council held 
contrary views. He (Mr. Schloss) had drafted a resolution, which he now 
moved, emphasising on the part of the Council. that no reflection whatever on 
Sir Julian Goldsmid was ever intended by the resolution of November Ist. It 
was earnestly to be hoped that the proposed resolution would be carned 
unanimously. 

Mr. B. Kiscu, in seconding the resolution, said there was ‘such complete 
accord in the Council on the matter that he felt confident the resolution would 
be unanimously adopted. He admitted that the wording of the resolution to 
which the President had taken exception was somewhat unfortunate, and that 
it was susceptible of having the sense pointed out by Sir Julian Goldsmid ; but 
as its seconder he knew what it meant. and he had no hesitation saying that any 
reflection intended to be conveyed thereby was not upon their President. 

Considerable discussion followed as to the form of resolution which would 
most likely prove acceptable to Sir Julian Goldsmid. Eventually the motion of Mr. 
peopold Schloss was withdrawn in favour of the following, which was proposed 
by Sir Puintir Macnvus, seconded by Mr. Henry A. FRANKLIN, and carried 
unanimously :— 

* The Council thank the President for his letter. They desire to put upon 
record that the resolution of November Ist was not intended in any way to 
reflect upon the conduct of the President. Thev are satisfied that it was not 
practicable for him to have called a meeting and that he acted in the best in- 
terests of the Association.” 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL, who had been nominated by the President and by Mr. B. 
Kisch, Chairman of the Executive Committee, was unanimously elected to fill a 
vacancy in the the membership of the Couneil. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read and received. Among 
the subjects mentioned therein, and not already reported in the Jewish Chronicle, 
were the following :—

Distress IN Damascts'—The Alliance Isra¢lite having recommended that

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER, 


On Sunday last the Sixth Annual Meeting of the contributors to the Poor 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter was held at the Institution, 84, Leman Street, White- 
chapel. Mr, Evuis A. FRANKLIN, President, occupied the chair, and there was 
large attendance, 

Tue CHAIRMAN in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance Sheet 
(an abstract of whichiappeared in the ewish Chronicle of November 2th) said 
that he was glad to be able to state that this institution had received practica} 
recognition from so important a body as the Russo-Jewish Committee, Oy 
behalf of the Shelter he had made ah application to that Commities 
for a grant in aid to the extent of £250 to ensure being carried on 
during the next three months work which had been in to its present 
volume in consequence of the Russian persecutions. In response he received 4 
cheque for £100, accompanied by good wishes for the success of the Shelter. 
He felt that he was justified in expecting more substantial aid from the Russo. 
Jewish Committee, still he was grateful for the assistance as far as it would go, 
The shelter had entered upon its seventh year, and with it the Committee 
apprehended serious anxiety and heavy charges. The articles on Charitable 
Administration which appeared in the Jubilee Number of the Jewish Chroniei: 
had set him thinking upon that all important subject, and he could not help re- 
ferring to the fact that the communal responsibility was very unequally 
distributed. Once any institution was recognised as a_necessity he could not 
understand how any Jews could coldly receive an — without giving support 
with however small a contribution. Personally, he did not think it was 
creditable to the community, who were styled “the Children of Mercy,” that 
there were so many institutions languishing for funds, and that at almost every 
meeting the administrators of the various charities had to deal with the problem 
of finance. The general charity of the community came relatively from the 
pockets of a few, whereas if all the Jews in the metropolis who were really 
affluent answered to the call of charity, sufficient funds would be forthcoming. 
If there was a little more of the feeling displayed in the letter of * West End ” in 
the lastissue of the Jewish Chronicle, the community generally would be the gainers, 
He thought that the administrators of the communal charity should select all 
the new names which appeared in the Russo-Jewish Committee donation lists, and 
press home to them the duty of communal responsibility. He appealed to the 
community to support the Shelter. Many who had come to the institution to 
scrutinise had remained to pay, and this perhaps was one of the best proofs of 
how much the work it carried out impressed those who took the trouble to pay 
it a visit. 

Mr. HERMAN LANDAU in seconding the resolution, said .that he regarded the 
Shelter as one of the best charities, for it did its best with very little means for 
the most wretched beings in the world. During the year, no less than 60,041 
meals were distributed, as against 31,720 in the previous year. This, as well as 
all the other work of the Shelter, had been done on an expenditure of £1,/)1' 
including all the establishment charges. It should kindle a feeling of gratitude 
in the community that no Jew could now say that he was compelled to walk the 
streets starving. He had before alluded to the fact that the Shelter had taken 
upon itself a duty of engaging two officers to meet. the Jewish emigrants at the 
riverside, aduty which hitherto had been neglected. If some graphic pen could 
describe the misery, the cruelty, nay the savagery to which the emigrants had 
been subjected and then add that it had taken place in Central Africa, missionaries 
would have been sent out, but peabg only as near as Blackwall it had been 
neglected. He had read with considerable interest the report. by the Rev. 5. 
Singer in the Jewish Chronicle, which was full of praise for the care which was 
devoted to those who were forwarded by the Hamburg Committees, but those 
who had enough to pay their passages were neglected and left to the tender 
mercies of the crimps—the wi/de Auswanderer could take care of himself. He was 
quite dissatisfied with the view which the Russian Committee took of their 
responsibility to the Shelter—which was doing their work in London. The vote 
by the Committee had been made without a single member taking the trouble to 
inspect the institution. It was a case of doctoring a patient without having 
seen him. He hoped that the Russo-Jewish Committee would take a more 


liberal view of the claims of the Shelter, and that the community in general 


would not permit its important work to languish for the want of the necessary. 
means. 

Mr. B. Brryeaco supported the views of the previous speaker with 
reference to the grant from the Russian Fund. Much of the work of the 
Shelter recently had been of the same nature as that performed by the Berlin 
Committee. To that city thousands of pounds were ungrudgingly sent, whilst 
only £100 had been sent to the Shelter “towards the expenses entailed by the 
engagement of the additional officers ’’—the general work of the institution being 
quite disregarded. | | 

The adoption of the Report and Balance-Sheet was supported by the Rev. 
B. ScHEW2IK (who strongly urged the claims of the Shelter upon the community) 
and by Mr. 8. ALEXANDER, | | | 

The following honorary officers were unanimously re-elected :—President. 
Mr. Ellis A Franklin; Vice-Presidents : Messrs. B. Birnbaum and H. Landau: 
Treasurers: Mr.Samuel Montagu, M.P., and Mr. J. Schwarzschild; Hon. Sec.. Mr. 
F. H. Harvey-Samuel; Auditors : Messrs. M. Levy and J. B. Wechsler. 
The election for Committee was held (Dr. Lerner and Mr. D. Greenberg 
acting as scrutineers), with the result that the following were elected: Rev. J. 


Kohn-Zedek. Messrs. B. Birnbaum, H. A. Franklin, H. Goodman, B. Jameson, 


J. Rau, M. Van Thal and J. B. Wechsler. 7 


Mr. F. H. Harvey-Samvet in replying to a vote of thanks, said that he 
could not agree with those who, carried away by their enthusiasm, objected to the 
action of the Russo-Jewish Committee. He did not think it was an unmix 
disadvantage that the Committee had made only a small grant, for he did not 
think that the community would ever so far forget its duty as to permit 80 
important an institution as the Shelter to be in need of funds. It was significant 
that it had been recognised by the Russo-Jewish Committee, and that on that 
day they had the largest gathering ever held in the Shelter. He confessed that 
when he originally accepted office he did so with some misgiving, but experience 
Had taught him that the idea that the Shelter encouraged Jewish immigration 
had not the least foundation in fact. Its statistics convincingly proved that 1t 
reduced the number of Jewish vagrants and paupers. 

Mr. H. A. Frankurn said that it must not be lost sight of that the Russo- 
Jewish Committee had exhausted the giving power of the community—psruct- 
larly as far as the objects of Russo-Jewish persecution were concerned. The 
Shelter was doing the Committee's work, and the community would probably object 
to pay twice over. He believed thatif the Russo-J ewishCommittee was respectfull y 
and properly approached it would recognise that if the community did not pro- 
vide sufficient funds for the Shelter, the duty would devolve upon the Com: 
reine % ensure that the Shelter would be kept in a position to continue — 
its work. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the Honorary Officers, the Superintendent 
and Matron, the Secretary and the Chairman. .

THE READERSHIP IN TALMUDIC AT TH

DEAR SIR, 
I have been, as you may be aware, in correspondence with Prof. Robertson Smith, 
in respect to a suggestion to convert Mr. Schechter'’s Lectureship in Rabbinic into a 
Readership. To that end I should be willing to give an annnal sum of £250, to continue 
so long as Mr. Schechter held the office and then to lapse. 

If the Senate approved of this suggestion, I could have a legal document drawn up 
to the above effect. and I would also make testamentary provision that the £250 a year 
should still be paid if I die while Mr. Shechter 3s still in office. 3 

Perhaps you will be kind enough - bring the matter before the Senate.

At a meeting of the Council on the 3rd. the above Report was discussed. 

The Vick-CHANCELLOR, in inviting discussion, said that he thought the 
generous intention of Mr. Montefiore’s offer would sufficiently explain itself. 

Mr. H. M. TAYLor did not wish to be thought to criticise the generosity of Mr. 
Montefiore’s offer. nor the merits of Mr. Schechter and his competence to fulfil the 
duties of the proposed Readership. but he wished to criticise the meagre character 
of the Report of the General Bcard, and the form in which the recommendation was 
worded. By the Statutes the General Board had power to recommend that Reader- 
ships should be assigned to specified subjects, but here what was practically proposed 
was to assign a Readership to an individasl, and he eould not help feeling that this 
was a dangerous precedent. He did not think that the mere fact that one gentle- 
man was willing to pay £250 a year to another gentleman should be put before the 
University, without any explanation, as a sufficient ground for changing an office 
from a Lectureship toa Readership. It might be said that the University ran no 
risk in the matter, but this was not clear, and while doubts might be felt as to the 
hold which the University would have on the donor, there was no doubt as to the 
hold which the Reader would have on the University. 
Reader was fixed at £400 a-year, and if the present recommendation was confirmed, 
and by any cause the sum of £250) was not provided. the full stipend of £400 would 
be attached to the post. Again, if after the Readership was established a vacancy 
occurred, then. unless the General Board agreed within one month to recommend 
a change, a fresh appointment would have to be made, and the new Reader 
would have a right to be paid £49 a year. He thought a very awkward 
state of things would be created if those elected to the Readership found that 
when the vacancy was announced a candidate came forward with even higher 
qualifications than the present Lecturer; for the recommendation appeared to 
abolish the Lectureship, though a Lectureship could legally only be terminated 
by the concurrence of the General Board and Special Board. He thought that the 
recommendation was very vague, and had not been drawn with the care usual in 
similar cases. | 

Professor SMITH said that he believed the most recent precedent, that of the 
conversion of the ‘Lectureship of Animal Morphology into a Readership, had been 
carefully followed. The University could net come under any obligation to pay a 
stipend of £100; no Reader had a right to receive this stipend without special pro- 
vision and, as a matter of fact, no Reader did receive it. If the Readership were 
continued after a vacancy the stipend would only be £100, but it was more probable 
that on such a contingency the Boards would prefer that the office should again he- 
come a Lectureship. This was what had been done at the death of Dr. Schiller- 
Szinessy, the late Reader in Talmudic; the Boards then decided that a portion of the 
money which had been devoted to his stipend might be better expended on Aramaic 
and recommended that the Readership be suppressed, and as a result the Lecturer in 
Talmudic had been appointed. In sucha subject as Talmudic it was not always 
possible to get a gentleman of suitable attainments, and Mr. Schechter was very 
highly distinguished ; there was fractically no possibility that the General Board 
-_ would appoint anyone else. as when the appointment to the Lectureship was under 
consideration the Board satisfied themselves that Mr. Schechter was the most 
eminent man, in that particular line, in the country. The generous conduct of Mr. 
Montefiore laid the University under an obligation. In the present state of Univer- 
sity funds it was only with the help of outside assistance that we could secure 
efficient Teachers of subjects so much outside the ordinary University course. He 
felt that the proposal did credit both to Mr. Montefiore and to the Jewish com- 
munity. Recommendations must be so framed as to meet the necessities of cases 
that arise ; the objections brought forward were of a purely formal nature. 

Dr. SipGWIck said that the precedent of the Readership in Animal Morphology 
had been exactly followed, except that in that instance there had been no oppor- 
tunity of increasing the stipend of the Lecturer when he became a Reader. After 
the confirmation of the recommendation for that Readership, the General Board had 
not thought it necessary to make any announcement requesting applications for the 
post, but had at once proceeded to elect the Lecturer. The same course would 
probably be adopted in the present instance, and there was practically no danger at 
all that Mr. Schechter would not be appointed. Again, he did not see that any 
feeling of insecurity need be felt about the future, as Mr. Montefiore proposed to 
take such precautions as would prevent any risk of his intentions not being carried 
out. If, on a vacancy, it was desired again to suppress the Readership, it could be 
done by the General Board. as had been done on the last vacancy. 

The MASTER OF ST. Joy's thought that the remarks that had been made on 

he form of recommendation might be considered by the Council of the Senate and 
a Grace might be offered in accordance with the recommendation but not necessarily 
in its actual words. He observed that out of 21 members of the General Board 
only 12 had signed the Report. He had himself not been able to be present at the 
meeting at which the Report was adopted, but he had expressed his approval of its 
substance and should have been glad to have signed the Report if he had had an 

pportunity. He felt that thanks were due to Mr. Montefiore for his offer, and 
that Mr. Schechter thoroughly merited the proposed recognition. It was true that

THE CHIEF RABBI’S PASTORAL VISIT TO BRIGHTON 
SYNAGOGUE.

: The Chief Rabbi paid his promised visit to the Brighton Synagogue on Sabbath 


The Wardens and Minister met Dr. Adler (who was accompanied by his 
daughter, in the absence of Mrs. Adler, who was detained in London in consequence 
of the illness of her mother) at the Brighton station, and escorted him to his hotel. 

On Sabbath morning the Synagogue was very full. The Chief Rabbi delivered 


a most powerful and impressive Sermon, taking his text from the Sedrah of the. 


day, the 4th verse of the 26th chapter of Genesis. Many Christians were in Syna- 
gogue, amongst them being the Rev. Father Ignatius. 

On Saturday evening the members of the Council of the Synagogue were in- 
vited to meet the Chief Rabbi at the house of the President, Mr, Lewis Lewis, who 
gave a dinner in his honour. About twenty guests sat down to table. After grace, 
Mr. Lewis proposed the health of the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Adler in felicitous 
terms, and regretted the cause of her absence. He said that it gave him the greatest 
pleasure at being honoured by the presence of the Chief Rabbi, who was a most 
worthy successor to his revered father. 

In responding, Dr. ADLER said he looked upon Brighton as an important part 
of London, and it gave him the greatest pleasure to visit the congregation among 
which his lamented and revered father spent ten years of his life, and in the welfare 
of which he took such a great interest. He thanked the President for his great 
attention, and would never forget the kindness shown to every member of his 
family by the entire congregation. . 

On Sunday morning the Chief Rabbi examined the children attending the 
Religion classes attached to the Synagogue under the tuition of the Minister (Rev. 
A. C. Jacobs), and expressed his satisfaction at their progress. 

Advantage was taken of the Chief Rabbi's visit to invite him to lecture to the 
members of the Brighton Jewish Mutual Improvement Society. He most kindly 
and willingly consented, and delivered a most learned lecture on Sunday evening 
in the Vestry Room before a very large audience, the subject being the ~ Faust of 
the Talmud,’ Rabbi Elisha Ben Abooyeh, the Agnostic. On the motion of the 
Chairman, the Rev, A. C. Jacobs, seconded by Mr. Harry B. Lewis, a hearty vote of 
thanks to the Chief Rabbi was carried by acclamation. | 

This visit was quite an event in the Brighton congregation, and it will be long 
indeed, writes a correspondent, before the Chief Rabbi's glowing and earnest words 
addressed from the pulpit will be forgotten. 

On Saturday afternoon the Chief Rabbi held a reception at “ Oaklands,” Caven- 
dish Place, which was attended by nearly all the members of the congregation.

THE OLD PRAYER BOOK AND THE NEW. 
| | 


The Rev. Morris Joseph delivered the second of two addresses on this sub- 
ject at the Hampstead Service on Sabbath afternoon last. He showed that the 
modern liturgy was the result of continuous growth, the various additions to it 
having been made by ordinary human beings, who would have been the first to 
disclaim the possession of Divine inspiration or even of any authority to bind 
the Jew of the future. Yet, in spite of this undoubted fact, it was in vain that 
persons objected that there were prayers which they found themselves unable 
sincerely to repeat at the present day, such as prayers for the Rabbinical 
Schools of Babylon, which have been extinct for more than 8) years, prayers for 
vengeance on Israel's enemies, prayers largely tinctured with angelology, prayers 
for the revival of sacrifice, and that so rong as people were forced to say them or 
to hear them said, so long would that leakage continue which was robbing 
Judaism of its most cultured adherents. To him it seemed that there could not 
be a greater satire on the failure of the modern service than the necessity which 
had been recently felt for endeavouring to attach to the community the intel- 
lectual aristocracy of English Jews by the establishment of a literary and artistic 
society. He held that those conservative persons whoare so anxious for the stabilit 
of Judaism ought to be the first to put forth a hand to giay See defection whi 
was constantly going on, by religious means. Instead of which the problem was 
met by a 2en possumus, “ Let them go,” was the reply ; “ we cannot help it, our 
business is not to save them, but to save Judaism as by Rabbinical law estab- 
lished.” He, the speaker, was far from advocating a compulsory change universal 
in its effects.” Those congregations who were satisfied with the Prayer Book 
should be-at liberty to keep it unchanged ; but the liberty thus secured to them 


ought justly to be conceded to those who desired to alter it in order to restore © 


the effectiveness of public worship. But here a familiar objection presented 
itself. ‘“ What right,” it would be said,“ have you to disturb the communal 
union ?”’ To which his reply was, that however good a thing union might be, 
religion was still better, and that if ever it became necessary to make a choice 
between the two, they ought to declare in favour of religion. But they were 
not asked to make that choice. The question was not one of union at all, but of 
uniformity. Union was perfectly compatible with great ritual diversity ; 
for if this were not so, the Jews ot London would be a very disunited body 
indeed, seeing that the liturgies at present in use among them were of the most 
diverse character. What those who objected to change | thought was in 
peril was, as he had said, not union, but uniformity; but as there was not, and 
never had been, such a thing as uniformity in Judaism, their fears were idle. 
Nay, if uniformity were a good thing, something so precious that it might justly 
serve as an ‘all-powerful cry with which to drown the soul's appeal, it ought to 
be preached not to the Jews of London only, but to the Jews of the whole 
weit: All Jewry ought to have a common form of worship; but this was 
impossible. And equally impossible was it to secure such uniformity among the 
Jews of England or the Jews of London. | . 
* And it is an excellent thing for Judaism,” the speaker continued, “ that it- 
is impossible. Progress is the very breath of life of all religion, and progress 
means the unfettered play of the dividual mind, free scope for the individual 
soul to grow, and therefore it necessarily means diversity. Those who try to 
stem this tendency to expansion are, with the best intentions in the world, 
trying to kill religion. Stunt a plant ora child, and you make it a weakling. 
Hinder the religious sentiment from freely sending forth its roots to reach the 
nourishment it needs, and you condemn it to slow starvation. There is no surer

Mr. SamceL Monrtacv, M.P., in opening the proceedings, said that the 
members of the Board would probably have seen the sudden outbreak which 
had appeared in the press against the Federation. The cause would probably 
be evident shortly, but for the moment it was inexplicable. Such unreasoning 
abuse would do the Federation no harm, but on the contrary would do the or- 

nisation, which was the backbone of Orthodox Judaism, much good. As 
itherto, the Federation would attend to its own concerns—the religious, moral, 
mental and physical welfare of its members and their families, all of which 
objects would be attained by union among themselves, As far as “ Unionist’s” 
letter in the Jewish Chronicle of the 20th November was concerned, he would 
say that he did not remember ever having seen a communication so full of mis- 
statements and with such a tendency to disunion. He made it a rule not to 
answer anonymous letters, nor those which relied upon vulgar abuse instead of 
argument ; but with so much mud-pelting some might stick. He had, therefore, 
requested the Secretary to. reply, and he had ably and entirely refuted the 
charges which were made. But in the last issue of the Jewish Chronicle another 
letter from “Unionist’’ appeared which was really beneath contempt and re- 
quired no notice, except in one icular, which was a personal reference to 
himself. The second letter, although less vulgar, displayed more malice, be- 
cause it proved that “ Unionist’ knew that it was a falsehood when he stated 
that “this most orthodox Federation has been coquetting with the Reform 
Congregation so much so that an actual offer was made to that con- 
gregation to bury in the Federation Cemetery at Edmonton.” It now 
appeared that a private offer of his own, in which neither the Feder- 
ation nor anyone else had the least concern, was the pretext for the 
false charge. As curiosity may have been aroused, and as there was no 
"asaeringge secret about it, he would explain the whole matter. When he 

ught, through the medium of the St. Alban’s Synagogue, two acres of land at 
Edmonton they were enclosed and fenced on all sides excepting where the St. 

Alban’s Synagogue Cemetery joined. He paid £350 an acre for the ground, and 
with the consent of the Board of the Federation entered into an engagement 
that none would be buried therein except those who belonged to the Federation. 
About that time an offer was made by or on account of the St. Alban’s Syna- 
gogue to the Reform Congregation when at least £350 an acre or there- 
abouts, would have been charged, and _ subsequently he bought the 
entire estate of 20 acres at less than half that price. He thought it 
only just, considering the friendly relations existing between Sir 
Julian Goldsmid and himself to give him the refusal of seven acres without any 
profit to himself. He would have done so to any friend, whether Jew or Christian. 
Commercially, 1t was an advantage to him when his offer was thankfully de- 
clined, because the distance from the West End was considered too great. Land 
in London was exceedingly dear, and he doubted if the United Synagogue ever 
paid less than £400 an acre. He would add that curiously enough the seven 
acres he offered to Sir Julian Goldsmid were not even adjoining the enclosure 
of the Federation, but were separated from their wall by a large field. He had 
since offered over 2) acres of the land to Mr. H. Landau, rent free for seven 
years, for the purpose of training Russian Jews in market gardening as a pre- 
paration for colonisation.—(Cheers.) It was scarcely necessary for him to have 
made the explanation, for he felt sure that they had sufficient confidence in him 
to know that he would not have committed a breach of trust in offering to bring 
outsiders into their ground (hear, hear), or that he would take action with re- 
gard to their property without first consulting them, and finally that he equally 
with themselves, although holding individual members of the Reform Congrega- 
tion in high esteem, would not consent to any Reform Minister officiating in a 
synagogue or cemetery in which he personally was interested.—( Applause.) 


KASHRUTH IN THE EAST END. 


With reference to the resolution which was passed at the previous meeting 
of the Board to appoint a Committee “to enquire into the rumours as to the 
condition of kosher meat as supplied in East London,” the CHAIRMAN said that 
the whole subject was receiving the earnest attention of the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities and of the Shechita Board.

The first of a series of public meetings for the propaganda of the objects of 
the Chovevi Zion Association was held on Saturday evening at the Hall of the 


Jewish Working Men’s Club. under the presidency of the Chief. Mr. E. 


D’Avigdor. The Hall was crowded to its utmost with people eager to hear of 
rogress. Communications were read from Rev. Dr. Adler, Rev. Dr. Gaster, 


ev. S. Singer, Liet.-Col. Goldsmid, and Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, regretting 
their unavoidable absence. 


The CuarrMAN, in his opening speech, explained the difficulties the leaders 
had to contend with since their last meeting, which gave some the impression that 
no good work was being done. We had, he said, some difficulty im giving the 
movement a firm footing in this country. Now, everybody knows that our chief 
object is the colonisation of a portion of Palestine in an orderly manner. 
This requires money, and though the members have contributed their good 
share, it is not sufficient to commence any practical work. But when we thought 
of making a general appeal we were required to tpone it on account of the 
proposed Russo-Jewish appeal, and after some deliberation we came to the con- 
clusion that we ought not to weaken the general appeal made by that committee 
for the immediate success of our miserable brethren suffering under a 
like persecution. It would show want of union in Israel 1f we insisted ona 
special appeal while others were raising a general fund. So far the financial 
position. Regulations were issued preventing us from entering Palestine ; and 
other serious faults were made by those who had already paid for their land 
through which :they were prevented from taking possession of the land . 
they had bought. Sckness broke out among those who were lying 
lying near Jaffa without food and shelter. Most of the grievous cases 
were attended to by the Alliance, some procured employment in the colomies. 
some were sent back to Odessa, and others forwarded to Alexandria. We must 
therefore consider that under these circumstances it would have been cruel to 
add to the misery by sending more people to Palestine. We must wait a short 
time till the hour comes when we shall have an opportunity of greater ad- 
vantage. When those who went to Palestine unorganised. sought protection 
from the ‘agent of the country that has ill-treated them and driven them out, 
the Porte saw the possibility of an invasion, not of Jews, but of Russians. It 1s 
certain that this was the chief reason why the country was closed against them. 
If our organisation were made perfect before immigration is permitted, we should 
not have any such difficulty. However, notwithstanding regulations, we can now 
see the dawn of day and the means of obtaining a concession of Crown La 
in the Ottoman Empire, and if we had £10,000 we could overcome all difficulties. 
Something is being done n this way on the Continent and we must all strive 
together for one common cause, then we shall succeed. (Cheers.) _

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SECOND ADVENT OF ELIJAH! 
BY THE REV. M. ADLER. 


About twelve months ago there appeared to the writer of this notice, and as 
then narrated im the Jewish Chronicle, not in a vision of the night but in broad 
dayligh* (albeit the day was somewhat foggy), a being who called himself the 
forerunner of the Messianic age, and who adduced certain strange proofs of his 
complete identity with the promised Elijah of the Prophet Malachi. Not having 
_ seem bim again until recently, I had begun to imagine that perchance this celes- 

tial messenger ha! returned to the ethereal regions above, and was there awaiting 
the eventful day when the Messiah, whose coming he had foretold unto me, would 
appear in the flesh for all men to see. But suddenly and unexpectedly I received 
a message, im the form of a postcard, marked with no more striking a designation 
that might pomt to its heavenly origin than Paddington, W., to the effect that he 
desired again to see me to reveal unto me great and vital truths, and to warn me 
of the approaching Great Day of Judgment. The postcard of the Tishbite after 
this solemn opening continued, “ [ will call at your house on Monday afternoon 
and have a cup of tea with you !”—surely, a most unspiritual request : yet who 
knows bet that Elijah was fond of a cup of tea asa relish to the food bronght him 
by the ravens of old ? “ All Europe” continued the heavenly missive, “ will soon be 
in ehter. Weare in Joel. Call the Gentile nations. Judah has to come and 
Joshua will lead them home.” There was neither an address nor a signature to 
this wondrous communication, and I waited anxiously for the Second Coming of 
Elijah to explain these mysteries to me, and to reveal further marvels to the 
world.

In his second edition of “ Fir die frihliche Jugend” (Berlin, Hans Liis- 
teniider) Professor Dr. Daniel Sanders has given us a book which will recom- 


mend itself to all whose children are studying the German language. A more 
charming gift for the children of either sex is hardly to be found. It presents 


to us in beautiful verses some well-known fables very prettily and richly illus- . 


trated by Hans Looschen. Well may the author call his work “Gabe eines 
heitern Kinderfreundes ”’; it is such in the truest sense of the word. Two of 
the poems are moreover duplicated as supplements at the end of the book set to 
music by Emilie Mayer. Children will find no difficulty in learning these songs 
and their accompaniments on the piano, as the setting is very easy. In one of the 
fables, headed “ Vom Wiirstchen und Mauschen,” we are forcibly reminded of 
the “ Chad Gadjah”’ in the Hagodah of Pesach; and it would seem that Pro- 
fessor Sanders wasinfluenced by it in his composition.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
AUSTRALIA. 


One of the best known members of the Jewish Congregation at Ballarat, 
Mr. N. F. Spielvogel, has died there from the effects of influenza. Mr. Spiel- 
vogel came to Ballarat in the early fifties, and commenced there as a digger. 
He was a thorough linguist, speaking twelve languages, a profound Hebrew 
scholar, and an extensive traveller, having visited the Holy Land, Persia, India, 
and other Eastern Countries. The Synagogue at Ballarat is indebted to him for 
many valuable gifts. As a citizen Mr. Spielvogel was highly respected by all 
classes. He was for several years Honorary Secretary of the Ballarat Branch 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and during the Indian famine took a prominent 
part in collecting money. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Anti-Semites in the Reichsrath have invented another grievance. Through 
the mouth of Deputy Teliczewski they have complained that in the Ruthenian 
regiments only Jews are appointed non-commissionediofficers, and that this slight 
on Christian soldiers must kill the national sentiment among the rank and file.

FRANCE. | 
The correspondent of the Globe in Paris writes :—“ It appears that

place last night at the Salle des Conferences, on the Boulevard des Capucines, at 
which the Marquis de Mores held forth against all the tribes of Israel, and 
especially those of Paris. The Marquis is one of the curious types of the period. 
Although a noble born, he has allied himself at various times to different 
democratic and socialist causes, but, unfortunately, none of them take him 
seriously. His lecture was entitled *‘ The Bank of France and the Rothschilds.’ 
So far as one could gather from bis desultory remarks, he seemed to be alarmed 
at the position of the Bank, which, he believed, was im the hands of the Roths- 
childs. He was afraid that the capital of the Bank was not intact. This was an 
awful thing, for if war broke out to-morrow where would the Government be able 
to find the sinews 2 He attacked the Ministry for associating with the Roths- 
childs, who, he said, ought to be expelled from France without delay, as in the 
event of war they would be sure to go over to the Prussians. I must not forget 
to add that the Marquis was accompanied by a working blacksmith, one Citizen 
Vallée, who is his bosom friend.” 
GERMANY. 


The Berlin anti-Semities have been completely routed at recent Municipal 
Elections in the third section in the city. They could not carry a single one of 
the seats, which have fallen to Socialists and Liberals. The anti-Semitic party 
has entirely disappeared from the municipal representation.

THE VICTORIAN EXHIBITION.

Heshows by means of models as well 
as original objects the advance which the last fifty years have brought in 
their train. Thus. a model of the ~Wiliam Faweett.” of 206 tons and 
70 horse-power, employed in carrying mails to the Peninsnlar ports 
in 1837, is shown alongside a model of the steamship “Victoria.” one 
of the P. and O.Company’s Jubilee mail ships built in 1887 with a tonnage of 7.00) 
and 7,000 horse-power. There are many other remarkable contrasts presented in 
this division which will well repay attention. | 

The portraits in this are less interesting than at any of the preceding exhi- 
bitions, both in yu of subjects and painters. There will be noticed a portrait 
of Isaac Disraeli, father of the Earl of Beaconsfield. who died in 1848. the author 
of “ The .Curiosities of Literature.” It is painted by S. P. Denning, and is 
lent by Mr. Ralph Disraeli. Sir J. E. Millais’s portrait of Lord Beaconsfield is also 
here. This portrait was painted just before the distinguished statesman’s death - 
in fact, when exhibited at the Roya!

Cohen devoted a great portion of his paper to a reply to some modern critics 
of the Talmud, who, he said, seem to have studied that book for no other 
purpose than that of selecting a few anti-social passages and exhibiting them to 
the world in a strong and false light. :

Mr. Weber with great erudition traces the connection between our modern instru- 
ments and their earlier used by the ancient Hebrews. He forms a very 
intelligent estimate of the old Jewish tonal art, and seems to have quite entered 
into the spirit of the synagogal meiodies and chants. But here, like nearly all 
the musical historians, he discriminates too little between the older and the 
newer. He quotes in full, for instance, the anti “Shema Israel” in the 
form ong, He by Suizer. The same may be said of his quotation of Sulzer’s 
“ Abinu kenu.” So too Aguilar and De Sola’s transcription of the Duchan 
chant, although claimed as a Temple tune, is obviously Mauresque. The Chazonus 
quoted from Naumbourg, however, is an admirably suitable illustration, as is the 
Ashirah of the Portuguese Jews. Mr. Weber gives a transcription of the 
Shofar calls, which he a‘tributes to the Rev. S. Singer, but which is scarcely 
accurate in the position of the stress, the upper note being always accentuated 
in practice. The engraving Mr. Weber gives of the Shofar is that of the 
Oriental twisted horn, not the straight curved one which Jews west of Bagdad 
use. But all these points are comparatively trifling ; and the elevated tone and 
interesting style of the volume, apart from the mass ~f information cleverly put 
together in a concise form, will earn for Mr.Weber’s useful book a general hearty 
commendation. F. L. C.
